Jobless rate falls 
4th straight month 


High winds demolish paint shop 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
nation’s unemployment rate fell 
for the fourth straight month in 
February, dropping to 7.6 per 
cent from 7.8 per cent, as more 
Americans found jobs and total 
employment returned to its pre- 
recession peak, the government 
said today. 
The Labor Department said 
total 
employment, 
which 
plunged by 2.2 million during 
the recession, increased by an­ 
other 125,000 last month and 
"has now fully returned to the 
July 1974, prerecession peak of 
86.3 million.” 
While employment is back to 
its prerecession level, the work 
force — the number of people 
working or looking for jobs — 


grew from 91 million in June 
1974 to 93.5 million now, which 
is one reason the jobless rate 
remains high. 
Unemployment fell by 150,000 
last month to a seasonally ad­ 
justed 7.1 million, the Labor 
Department said. Progress in 
reducing 
unemployment 
and 
the slowing of inflation provides 
President Ford with fresh am ­ 
munition for his election cam ­ 
paign and efforts to sell his go- 
slow fiscal 1977 budget to Con­ 
gress. 
As Ford left the White House 
for a campaign trip to Illinois, 
he 
called 
the 
figures 
“ex­ 
tremely encouraging" and said 
"they show 
the trend that 
we’ve been predicting.” 


He also said the jobless re­ 
port provides more basis for 
the optimism he feels the pub­ 
lic is beginning to show about 
the economy. 
Ford laughed when a report­ 
er suggested the report would 
not 
hurt 
his 
campaign 
"There’s nothing political in it 
at all, but it’s very encouraging 
to the unemployed,” the Presi­ 
dent said. 
The last time unemployment 
has been below 7.6 per cent 
was in December 1974, when it 
was 7.2 per cent. It later rose 
to a recession high of 8.9 per 
cent in May, 1975. 
February’s two-tenths of a 
per cent drop in the jobless 
rate, though not as large as the 


five-tenths of a per cent decline 
in January, continued a declin­ 
ing trend which began last 
June and accelerated in No­ 
vember

HIGH SCHOOL GRADS: 
SMALL EXPECTATIONS 
By DON OAKLEY 
More Americans are going tt 
school for more years than ever 
before, but they seem to be 
learning less and less 
One 
in 
every 
five 
adult 
Americans 
is 
“ functionally 
illiterate“ and unable to cope 
with the basic demands of life, 
according to the preliminary 
report of a five-year national 
survey. And the illiteracy rate 
among young people, aged 18 to 
29, is worse than that of those 
aged 30 to 39. 
Millions of people don’t un­ 
derstand simple things like how 
rent works when they get out of 
high school, says Dr Norvell 
Nortchutt of the University of 
Texas, who headed the team 
conducting the survey. "They 
lack the skills and knowledge to 
achieve even moderate success 
in life,“ 
At the same time, there has 
been a decade-long drop in the 
scores 
achieved 
by college 
bound high school seniors in 
such widely used tests as the 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
and 
the 
American 
College 
Testing Program (ACT). 
Up until the mid-1960s, the 
trend for ail testing programs 
was a steady increase in all 
subject areas. Then a decline 
began which has steepened in 
recent years and has brought 
the level of SAT scores below 
that of the 1940s, 
This has educators puzzled, 
and many of them are blaming 


the tests themselves, claiming 
they do not accurately measure 
true abilities. A different ex­ 
planation, however, is suggested 
by another team of researchers. 
Decreasing 
enrollment 
in 
traditional academic courses is 
the most likely cause of the 
declining achievement level of 
American high school students, 
say David E. Wiley, associate 
professor of education and the 
behavioral 
sciences 
at 
the 
University 
of 
Chicago, 
and 
Annegret H arnischfeger, 
a 
former research associate at the 
same university. 
High 
school 
students 
are 
taking fewer "basic" courses 
like English and mathematics, 
and fewer college preparatory 
courses like algebra, first-year 
foreign languages, chemistry 
and physics, they say. 
Another finding of concern to 
parents and educators is a drop 
in 
enrollment 
in vocational 
training, such as business and 
home economics courses. This 
development, together with the 
general enrollment decline in 
academ ic 
courses, 
“ has 
resulted in extreme drops in 
total secondary school course 
taking.” 
The 
researchers 
also 
speculate that students may be 
receiving 
less 
overall 
in­ 
struction tim e because oi 
shortened school days, or in 
creases in study hall periods a: 
a substitute for homework. 
Wiley and Harnischfegei 
examined a number of othei 
possible 
factors, 
such 
as 


problems associated with racia. 
desegregation, 
the increase« 
mobility of families, the rise in 
single-parent families, the ef­ 
fects of television watching, 
school 
crowding, 
teacher 
strikes, 
higher 
student 
suspension rates and a larger 
percentage of "drop-out prone” 
students staying in school and 
taking the tests. 
They found nothing that could 
be linked as directly to the 
decline 
in 
achievem ent, 
negatively or positively, as the 
fact that students simply are not 
being given the basic education 
the schools are supposed to 
provide. 
There would seem to be a 
more than casual connection 
between this report and the one 
on illiteracy. 
In our desire to produce 
happy, 
socially adjusted in­ 
dividuals from whom little in 
hard 
academ ic 
study 
is 
demanded, 
we seem to be 
creating 
a 
generation 
of 
educationally 
shortchanged 
incompetents from whom little 
can be expected.

The dimensions of the food 
stamp fiasco, which only now 
are beginning to surface, are 
mind-boggling. Started in 1962 
as an experiment to held feed 
50,000 poor Americans at a cost

food stamps.

projected taxpayer cost during 
the current fiscal year is $6.8 
billion. 
Worse than the enormity of 
the program—which is a grim 
reminder of a warning 
by 
President Ford that by the year 
2000 half of all Americans could 
be living off the other half—is 
the large number of ablebodied 
Americans receiving a free ride 
on foodstamps. Strikers get food 
stamps. Unemployed executives 
get 
them. 
College students, 
some who are the children of the 
wealthy, 
get 
food 
stamps. 
Lynette 
(Squeaky) 
Fromme, 
accused of trying to assassinate 
the President, was on food 
stamps. 
The Agriculture Department, 
which 
used 
to 
be charged 
primarily 
with 
aiding

A m e ric a n 
agriculture, 
administers 
the 
food stamp program. Today the 
program accounts for half of the 
Department's budget, putting 
the agency right behind the 
D epartm ent 
of 
H ealth, 
Education and Welfare as a 
welfare distributor. 
Although 
various 
reform 
proposals are now making the 
rounds of Capitol Hill, like all 
giveaway programs, the food 
stamp program has its own 
constituency fighting the reform 
moves. 
In 
the m eantim e, 
Administration 
officials 
are 
having a nightmare over the 
fact that, although nearly 20 
•million 
citizens 
are 
now 
receiving 
food 
stamps, 
an 
estimated 
29.2 
million 
are 
eligible to get them under the 
current tax laws. 
A retired USDA auditor was 
quoted in the Washington Star as 
saying that what the program 
needs most is “teeth.” He added 
that, “I’d make it a violation of 
federal law to cheat on food 


stamps. That might discourage 
people 
from 
ripping 
the 
program 
off. 
And I 
would 
prosecute 
every 
ineligible 
person who gets food stamps, 
along with some sort of penalty 
against the food stamp certifier 
(worker) who puts that person 
on the rolls.’

keep him out of the litigation by 
claiming that corporate officers,

Hughes 
personally, 
engineered

However, we have obtained 
secret grand jury documents, 
which show how the billionaire 
personally 
called 
the 
shots 
during the late i960« from his 
penthouse 
atop 
Las Vegas' 
Desert Inn. Here are highlights 
from the documents: 


- In the summer of 1968, 
Hughes 
sent 
a 
handwritten 
memo to his deputy, Bob Maheu, 


outlining his plans about Air 
West. "I urge you say nothing 
to (Nevada’s then-Gov. Paul) 
Laxalt about Air West at all. 
Just I guarantee the service 
without saying how.” Hughes 
insisted that the deal be held 
“tightly secret.” If information 
leaked out, he feared, the stock 
would “shoot up on the market 
like a rocket and we will not be 
able to afford a price to satisfy 
the stockholders.” 


-- Another Hughes memo, this 
one dated Aug. 6, 1968, dressed 
down Maheu for assuming too 
much authority "Bob,” wrote 
Hughes cantankerously, “ what 
do you mean YOUR insistence 
not to pay $22? 1 am the only one 
who refused to pay 22 ... Surely 
you don’t think the offer of 21V» 
originated with anyone other 
than I.” 


> Several additional memos 
showed that Hughes was pulling 
the strings from his penthouse 
But on Aug 9, 1968. Maheu 
assured his billinonaire boss 
that he was covering this up. "At 
no occasion,” wrote Maheu, 
“have I given the impression of 
contacting you back and forth. 
As you know, I am very aware of 
this situation. I have, however, 
made reference to contacts with 
the senior vice president of 
HTCo< Hughes Tool Co.) ." 
- 
Still 
another associate, 
attorney Chester Davis, sought 
Hughes' advice on what to tell 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. “ I 
really would like to know,” 
Davis wrote, "if I can expect to 
get additional guidance from 
you before I have to open my 
mouth.” The attorney -was in­ 
structed to tell the CAB that 
Hughes would not run Air West

Gov’t assuring ladies can go 
blue-collar all the way - even 
dig subways 
WASHINGTON - “Sex mix" 
inside industry will have to 
begin matching the racial mix. 
And "it’s a deadly serious 
business,” 
says 
A ssistant 
Secretary of Labor William H. 
Kolberg, whose title until some 
four months ago had the words 
“for 
Manpower.” 
Now 
he’s 
A ssistant 
Secretary 
for 
Employment and Training. 


There are seven million 
female heads of households And 
as the federal government sees 
it - in fact, as a series of state 
and local equal employment 
opportunity and human rights 
commissions also see it - these 
women can go as blue-collar as 
they wish. 
If women workers can ’t 
qualify immediately for driving 
a truck or working high on 
structural steel, they can get 
into 
apprentice 
training 
projects. 
No longer is it the thing to give 
the hype to a story reporting the 
lady 
longshoreman 
or 
coal 
miner, operating engineer or 
weight lifter 
First, the women won't stand 
for it. To them it’s no joke 
They’re willing to try anything 
to earn in honest dollar at rates 
equal 
to 
man's 
pay 
Only 
recently, 
the 
International 
L o n g s h o re m e n ’s 
A ssn . 
president Teddy Gleason told 
me 
that 
they 
had 
women 
working down the holds of 
freighters in the Providence 
(R.I.) harbor. But the heavy 
cargo was too tough for the 
ladies They quit. 
This isn't always so Recently 
the Boeing Company had to pay 
$1,186 in an action brought over 
a female’s right to weight lif­ 
ting Which leads to the second 
reason for not ribbing the blue- 
collar concept of female manual 
workers. 
Some 
corporations 
haven’t found it very funny 
Not whipping up the proper 
employment sex mix, not hiring 
women for any and every type of 
job, not training tand promoting 
them has cost one corporation as 
much as $24 million or $10 
million (the Bank of America) 
with an additional $3,750,000 for 
training These payments were 
won in private court suits 
The Boeing case springs from 


Richard Nixon and the CAB for

- Hughes was reluctant to go 
ahead with the deal. Predicting 
"economic deperession which 
the nation is definitely facing,” 
he pointed out that he might 
have to "liquidate substantial 
assets.” But as solid evidence 
that Hughes was making the 
decisions, he wrote on Aug. 14, 
1969: “ Here is my final decision 
re.

He was relating the 
development to his wife and she 
opined that no one knew the 
story Few do There generally 
is much attention paid to the 
more clangorous drive of 
m inorities 
for 
upgrading, 
promotions, raises as well as 
basic hiring 
One of these minority drives 
has cost one company as much 
as $45 million and millions more 
have been paid out by the United 
Steelworkers union And there 
now 
truly 
rages the con­ 
troversy of reverse seniority - 
should the last hired be first

But the movement of women 
into the blue-collar field has 
gone unnoticed except for some

Dr. Flroence L. Denmark, a

sociologist,

Tuesday the reasons for the 
sharp rise in female crime rates 
during the past decade probably 
go deeper than the increasing 
awareness of women’s options in 
society. 
“ The 
fem ale 
offender, 
whether acting by herself or 
with others, is not typically the 
em an c ip a ted 
in te lle c tu a l 
striving for civil liberties,” Dr. 
Denmark told a final session of 
the week- long meeting of the 
American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. 


Women criminals may even 
feel dominated by men, and seek 
to imitate men and win male 
approval, Dr. Denmark said. 


In a report written with Dr. 
Ruth 
Rutschmann- 
Jaffe of 
Barnard College, Dr. Denmark 
said thatalthough arrests of men 
are still far greater than those 
of women, the rate of increase in 
female arrests 
between 1960 
and 1973 was three times that of 
males 
Female 
arrests 
for 
violent crimes increased by 278 
per cent compared to 88 per cent 
for men. 


"Clearly, 
women 
are

longer limiting themselves to so- 
called traditionally fem ale

of 
shoplifting 
and 
prostitution,” Dr Den Denmark 
said.

W e are warned specifically ogainst crimes of 
violence (1:10-191; rashly pledging oneself to another (6 1-5); sloth (6 6-11); duplic­ 
ity (6 : 12- 15) ; ond, above all, licentiousness (2:16-19; 5 3-20; 6:23-35; 7 4-27; and 
9 13- 181. 
But to those who resist these temptations, wisdom promises a life of happiness, wealth, 
and honor. “ Happy is the man that findeth wisdom, ond the man that getteth under­ 
standing,

Jazzing Up Breakfast 


Jean Anderson is a well-known nutrition expert 
and food editor. She has w ritten six cook books. The 
Mini Page interviewed her not long ago. 
Q. Why is breakfast so important? 
“It is im portant because it 
‘breaks the fast.’ (When you fast, 
you go w ithout food for a long 
time.) The length of tim e be­ 
tween meals is longer than any 
other tim e during the day. The 
body really needs to be refueled. 
If you are sleepy and draggy dur­ 
ing the morning at school, it may 
very well mean th a t you did not 
have a good breakfast.”

IPOPOVERS 
Makes about 6 popovers 
1 cup sifted flour 
Vi teaspoon salt 


94 cup milk 
Va cup cold w ater 
2 eggs 
Preheat oven to 450° F. Beat all ingredients in a 
small bowl with a rotary beater until ju st smooth. 
Scrape bottom of bowl with a rubber spatula once or 
twice during the beating. Spoon into a well-greased 
muffin tin, filling each cup two-thirds. Bake 40 min­ 
utes until well browned, puffed and firm. (Note: For 
dry, crisp popovers, bake 35 m inutes, quickly cut a 
small slit in the side of each popover so steam can 
escape, and bake 5-10 m inutes longer.) Serve im­ 
mediately with plenty of butter. About 115 calories 
per popover (without butter).
